Stephens, Donnelly seek Republican nomination 





McVittie unopposed in Assembly race

Voters of the 65th Assembley 
District (which includes Upland and 
Montclair) will decide Tuesday 
which of two Republicans will 
challenge Democratic incumbent 
Bill McVittie of Upland. 
Republican candidates are quality 
control engineer Clyde Stephens and 
fireman and employe relations 
consultant Don Donnelly, both of 
Pomona. 
Clyde Stephens 
Stephens named honesty in 
government, crime, and schools as 
the three most important issues of 
the campaign. 


‘When unscrupulous politicians 
perpetuate themselves in office by 
selling favors to special interests, 
we will continue to see public apathy 
towardthe political process,” 
Stephens said and added, ‘‘It is time 
for us to strive together to restore 
confidence in our political systein.”’ 

He said habitual criminals, both 
juveniles and adults, ‘‘must be 
separated from society until they 
can live as responsible citizens.” 

Releasing criminals on probation 
in order to cut costs is ‘‘false 
economy,”’ Stephens said and noted 
that repeat offenders continue 
“their criminal activity” while free 
on bail after arrest. 


Education is costing more for 
less, he said and added, ‘‘We need to 
get back to basic education and 
teach our children reading, writing 
and arithmetic. Children should be 
taught respect for others and 
patriotism should be emphasized.” 

Stephens is vice chairman of the 
Pomona Planning Commission and 
has served as a reserve police 
officer for Montclair. 

He has held several positions in 
local Republican politics including 
vice president for Los Angeles 
County Young Republicans, and 
town chairman and vice president of 
the coordinating council. 

Don Donnelly 

Donnelly listed crime, political 
reform, and unemployment as the 
most important political issues. 

He said reform is ‘‘desperately 
needed’ for the probation, parole, 
and juvenile justice systems and 
added the legislature must establish 
mandatory sentences for specific 
crimes. 

Full disclosure of sources and 
amounts of campaign contributions 
is necessary to insure that ‘‘special 
interests are not favored over the 
public good,” Donnelly said and 
commented elected state officials 
mus‘ also be accountable to the 
public for personal business 
dealings while in office. 


“We need a rational, balanced 
approach to government that gives 
labor and industry the tools to go 
back to work,’’ Donnelly 
commented and noted ‘‘California 
ranks very low as a desirable place 
for new industry to locate because 
restrictive laws and courts have 
bottled up new construction jobs for 
years.”’ 

Donnelly has been active in 
Republican politics, belonging to the 
Pomona Young Republicans and the 
Pomona Republican Club and 
actively campaigning for 
Republican candidates. 

He has served on the Los Angeles 
County District Attorney’s Advisory 
Council and was founding chairman 
for the state fireman’s association 
political education committee as 
well as the employer-employe 
relations committee. 

Bill McVittie 

McVittie listed the cost of living, 
taxation, and crime as three leading 
problems facing state government. 

The state must set the example 
for ‘‘lowering expectations,’’ he said 
stating he will vote for the state 
budget only if it ‘‘tioids the line on 
government spending’ and will 
continue efforts to have government 
“assume only those roles that the 
people cannot take on themseives.” 

McVittie said the state must 


“exercise restraint’ on sales and 
income taxes and must ‘‘restructure 
local revenue systems that are 
overly dependent upon local 
property taxation.” 


Taxes paid by homeowners ignore 
ability to pay, he said and added, ‘‘I 
have coauthored legislation to 
restrict use of property taxes to 
property-related services — taking 
welfare and education off the tax 
rolls.”’ 


McVittie pledged to ‘‘continue 
efforts to stem the rate of violent 
crime in California’ and noted, 
‘‘Young people today are 
responsible for over half our serious 
crime.”’ 

“Minors who commit vicious acts 
of violence ought to be treated as 
adults by our courts rather than as 
juvenile delinquents. I am fighting 
hard in Sacramento to get this 
proposal enacted into law,” he said. 

McVittie is completing his first 
term in the state legislature. Prior 
to his election, he was Chino city 
attorney and chairman of the San 
Bernardino County Air Pollution 
Hearing Board. 

He has been a special agent with 
the U.S. Treasury Department, a 
member of the U.S. Attorney 
General’s Organized Crime Task 
Force, and a corporate tax attorney.

Both incumbent 
Democratic Congressman 
Jim Lloyd and Republican 
challenger Louis Brutocao, 
faced with no opposition, 
are assured of victories in 
the 35th District’s 
Congressional -race in 
Tuesday's primary 
election. 

However, campaign signs 
for both candidates have 
cropped up in 13th District 
communities and a spirited 
race is expected to evolve 
as they vie for the district’s 
seat in the United States 
House of Representatives 
between Tuesday and the 
Nov. 4 general election. 

The winner in November 
will represent the 430,000 
residents of the 35th 
district, including those 
who live in San Dimas, La 
Verne, Walnut, Upland, 
Montclair, Cucamonga and 
Alta Loma. 


Louis Brutocao 

It is ‘‘the warped fiscal 
Congressional policy’’ 
which has created a 
national debt of more than 
$700 billion, cut the value of 
a dollar in half since 1966, 
and created the highest 
unemployment rate since 
the Great Depression, 
according to Louis 
Brutocao. 

As a Congressman, 
Brutocao said he would 
demand a balanced budget 
“to correct the economic 
afflictions which are 
currently eating away at 
our very way of life.

Voters in the Central 
School District will be ask- 
ed Tuesday to approve a 
bond measure and a state 
loan giving the district a 
maximum of $10 million to 
build new facilities. 


According to Central 
Superintendent Donald R. 
Sperry passage of Measures 
D ($2.5 million bond 
measure) and E (allowing 
the district to borrow as 
much as $7.5 million from 
the state) would prevent 
double sessions at the three 
district schools: Central 
and Valle Vista elementary 
schools and Cucamonga 
Junior High School. A two- 
third vote is required for 
passage of both measures. 


Sperry said the cafeteria 
is being used as a classroom 
at Central School. He an- 
ticipates double sessions at 
the elementary schools and

government curbs its 
regulatory excesses and its 
furious spending habits will 
we restore this nation to full 
economic health.” 

Budget cuts could be 
made in the areas of 
welfare, food stamps and 
the supervision of 
bureaucratic programs, 
Brutocao suggested. 
Further, he believes that 
the $4.5 billion spent on 
CETA (Comprehensive 
Employment - Training 
Act) is a misuse of 
taxpayer’s funds and 
America’s talents. The 
“bureaucratic machine”’ 
needs to be slowed down 
and eventually reversed, he 
said. 

Concerned about national 
defense, Brutocao said, 
‘‘We cannot stand idly by as 
our national leaders sell us 
down the river at summit 
conferences at Helsinki and 
Moscow. It is now clear that 
detente was nothing but a 
transparent fraud designed 
by the Soviet Union to 
encourage us to drop our 
guard while they conspired 
to snatch up parts of the 
world from under our 
nose.” 

Brutocao asserted that 
“It will take a determined 
and forceful defense 
posture to prevent the 
Soviets from achieving 
their oft-repeated goal of 
world domination.”’ 


Brutocao said he is 
opposed to Proposition 15 
because ‘‘we need clean 
electrical energy to reduce 
smog,’’ and the ‘‘oil barrons 


of the OPEC nations will 
keep the prices up.’’ He 
believes U.S. technology is 
capable of solving problems 
relating to nuclear energy 
as well as developing other 
types of energy. 

A native of Canada, he 
graduated from Oakwood 
Collegiate Institute and 
took extension courses from 
the University of Toronto. A 
businessman, he is a former 
mayor of Covina and serves 
on District Attorney Evelle 
Younger’s Advisory 
Council. 


Jim Lloyd 

Congressman Jim Lloyd 
maintains that ‘‘The 
economy is showing slight 
improvement over the 
depression conditions we 
have experienced in the 
past few years.’’ However, 
he said, ‘‘The current 
administration is willing to 
tolerate having eight 
million Americans out of 
work, and I disagree with 
that. Only by putting people 
back to work can we get 
ourselves out of this 
slump.”’ 

Lloyd said for every one 
per cent out of work, the 
U.S. treasury loses $16 
billion - $14 billion in taxes 
and another $2 billion in 
payments to the jobless for 
weltare, food stamps and 
unemployment insurance. 
“Those figures are for one 
per cent and we are in the 
seven to eight per cent 
neighborhood,’’ he said. 

Lloyd said he would 
recommend reducing the 
unemployment figure

overcrowding in the junior 
high school this fall. 


Enrollment is projected 
to increase from 1,930 to 2,- 
000 by fall, and to 3,050 by 
1981, according to a ballot 
statement in favor of the 
measures. 


If the measures pass, the 
district will build a new 
elementary school on a 10- 
acre site to accommodate 
600-650 students and will 
build additional classrooms 
at the junior high school, 
Sperry said. 


According to a ballot 
statement by the San Ber- 
nardino County Superinten- 
dent of Schgols Roy C. Hill 
the estimated tax rate need- 
ed to pay for the bonds will 
be 39.3 cents per $100 of 
assessed valuation for the 
fiscal year 1977-78, and 44.23 
cents per $100 of assessed 
valuation in 1983-1984. 


These estimates were 





based on projections which 
estimate the growth in 
assessed valuation in the 
district. 


“By selling local bonds 
and borrowing money from 
the state only as needed and 
spreading the payment over 
an extended period, persons 
who move into the area and 
whose children use these 
schools in future years will 
share in the repayment,” 
said the ballot argument in 
favor of Measure E. 


Sperry said the district 
has been ‘‘very conser- 
vative’’ in calculating 
growth in assessed valua- 
tion in the district and that 
if the assessed valuation 
grows faster than pro- 
jected, the tax rate will in- 
crease less than projected. 


Sperry said that the dis- 
trict has some bonded in- 
debtedness from previous 
construction. If Measure D

through jobs programs in 
the: private sector and the 
federal government. 


In regard to national 
detense, the Congressman 
said ‘‘There is no question 
in my mind that everything 
we cherish as Americans 
depends on our ability to 
defend ourselves from any 
threat.” 

Further, he contended, 
‘‘We are not now and never 
will be a second-rate 
military power as long as I 
am in the Congress. Our 
current weapons inventory 
is the most powerful and 
technologically superior in 
the world.

“Since our domestic oil 
reserves are rapidly being 
depleted, the answer, in my 
opinion, is to develop all 
possible sources of energy 


passes, the district will 
reach its bonding capacity 
as defined by the state and 
then may apply for the state 
loan if voters approve 
Measure E.

QUESTION: Is the City of Upland planning on having a 
Bicentennial program? R.M. ~ 


ANSWER: The Upland Bicentennial Committee, in 
cooperation with the Upland Sister City Association, will 
have a program in July. Further information on the 
program will be announced within several weeks. 


QUESTION: Can you tell us about street numbering of 
the streets and avenues in the city? K.A.M. 


ANSWER: The numbering of all streets and avenues 
now existing or that may hereafter be established and 
running north, or in a northerly and southerly direction, 
shall begin at ‘‘A”’ Street, and generally at the present 
southern limit of the city, and/or at the Atchison, Topeka 
and Santa Fe Railroad right-of-way, and extending or 
running north or northerly in orderly sequence, and 
allowing 50 numbers in alternate sequence on each side 
of the street to each block, so far as the same is 
reasonably practicable. 


The odd numbers shall be allotted to the west side of 
the streets or avenues and the even numbers on the east 
side. Each block shall be so divided that the entire ‘‘100”’ 
number will be used in numbering, but in case the block 
or blocks on one side have smaller or less linear 
measurement than on the other, then the block or blocks 
on the opposite side having the more extensive linear 
measurement shall be divided so that the numbers shall 
conform to the arrangement on the opposite side as 
nearly as is reasonably practicable. 


The numbering of all streets and avenues running east 
and west or in an easterly or westerly direction within 
the city shall commence at Euclid Avenue and extending 
or running east and west, and shall commence at zero, or 
more definitely with number one, and proceed in an 
orderly alternate sequence on each side of the street, 
and allowing 50 numbers on each side of the street to 
each block: The odd numbers shall be allotted to the 
north side of the the streets and avenues and the even 
numbers to the south side. Each block to be so divided 
the blocks differe in length on opposite sides, the same 
plan would be utilized as for the north and south streets 
and avenues. ‘ 


QUESTION: Can you tell us the duties of the business 
license officer?

Smith. Under administrative direction he organizes, 
plans and performs the work involved in the enforcement 
of business license ordinances and the office procedures 
incidental thereto; maintains up-to-date records on each 
business oeprating in the city; cooperates with other city 
departments in the regulation of business firms; visits 
business establishments to check on the possession of 
proper licenses and compliance with regulations, 
advises proprietors concerning licenses; issues licenses 
and permits; collects deiinquent license fees; notifies 
superiors of uncollectible deliquent fees; posts payments 
to cards or ledgers; types records and reports; compiles 
standardized statistical and accounting reports; answers 
oral and written inquiries and gives other information 
regarding licensing procedures and laws’ may check 
business establishments f(. 2oiapliance with zoning and 
signing ordinances; collects transient occupancy tax, 
downtown business improvement tax and delinquent bills 
for city services; and prepares requests for funds to 
administer the business license program.

This situation 
results in a complete in- 
ability to provide for his 
family and often leads to 
even further physical and 
mental deterioration. 

I hope the public will 
become more informed 
about back injury and will 
take steps to reduce home 
and work accidents. Many 
of the nation’s back injury 
accidents can be prevent- 
ed by observing common 
sense precautions. Labor 
and industry can work to- 
gether to fight back injury 
in the same way that they 
have been so successful on 
other safety programs.

The survey shows that 
about one in five back in- 
jury accidents occur in the 
home. Roughly one-third 
of such injuries happen 
on the job; 22.6% in 
motor vehicles; and 
18.7% are the result of 
miscellaneous causes. 

Examination of the 
direct cause of back inju- 
ries shows that approxi- 
mately one-third of them 
are caused by lifting, 17% 
from falls, and the re- 
maining causes are well 
distributed over a variety 
of accidents and activities. 
Yard work, for instance, 
accounted for 2%. of this 
type of injury. 

One of the most impor- 
tant revelations in the sur- 
vey concerns a report of a 
five-year study of back 
surgery cased which was 
undertaken by the State 
of Washington Depart- 
ment of Labor and Indus- 
tries. The study reveals 
that 20 per cent of all 
back surgery cases during 
the five year period re- 
sulted in total failure.

Vegetables rescued 
soldiers of 1776 


The “Spirit of 76° was 
born long before the 
colonies declared their in- 
dependence. In the struggle 
for survival and freedom. 
the early settlers of our 
land and the revolutionary 
soldiers proved how strong 
that Spirit really was. 

In ‘Plymouth, 
Massachusetts, the threat 
of starvation was the worst 
enemy in 1620, and, with 
only half their number sur- 
viving the first winter. the 
Pilgrims heeded neighbor- 
ing Indians’ advice and 
planted corn, squash, sweet 
potatoes and other 
vegetables. The Indians not 
only helped the early 
Americans with their plan- 
ting but also introduced 
them to some new ways to 
prepare food. The enter- 
prising Indians knew how to 
utilize nature’s bounty and 
devised a system of extrac- 
ting syrup from the cor- 
nstalk, creating a 
sweetener which could be 
used for cooking. 

Vegetables came to the 
rescue again during the 
Revolutionary War when 
soldiers, led by the legen- 
darv Swamp Fox, Francis 
Marion, fought against the 
British. While hiding out in 
the swamplands, the 
guerilla leader and his men 
existed on a diet of lean 
meat and sweet potatoes. 


* When a British officer 


arrived in camp to meet 
with him. the Swamp Fox 
invited him for lunch and 
sweet potatoes were served 
in pieces of birch bark. 

With Americans enjoying 
the country’s birthday 
celebration as well as a new 
wave of cooking creativity. 
now's the time to try one of 
the following recipes using 
the vegetables that literally 
fed the “Spirit of 76.” 

Baked Acorn Squash 

3 medium acorn squash 

3 tablespoons margarine 

1/3 cup dark corn syrup 

', teaspoon salt 

‘ys teaspoon ground 
nutmeg 





“s teaspoon pepper 

Wash squash; cut in half 
and scoop out seeds and 
fiber. Pour water into large 
kettle to depth of 11 inches. 
Add squash; cover and 
steam about 20 minutes or 
just until tender. Remove 
from kettle: drain, then 
arrange. cut side up, in 
Shallow baking dish. Spread 
cut surface of each half 
with about ‘2 tablespoon 
margarine; top with corn 
syrup. salt, nutmeg and 
pepper. Bake in 400'F oven 
about 15 minutes or until 
squash is lightly browned. 
Makes 6 servings. 


Herb Baked Acorn Squash 

2 medium acorn squash 

3 tablespoons margarine 

', teaspoon salt 

Dash pepper 

‘2 cup light corn syrup 

1 teaspoon chopped 
parsley 

1 teaspoon chopped onion 

‘s teaspoon ground 
nutmeg 

In covered saucepan cook 
unpared squash in boiling 
water for 5 minutes. Drain 
and cool. Pare and cut inte 
lengthwise slices, 1 inch 
thick, removing seeds and 
fiber. Place in shallow bak- 
ing dish. Dot with 
margarine. Sprinkle with 
salt and pepper. Mix 
together corn syrup, 
parsley, onion and nutmeg; 
pour over squash. Bake un- 
covered in 375F oven 30 
minutes. Arrange squash in 
serving dish; keep warm. 
Pour liquid into saucepan 
and boil gently until slightly 
thickened. Pour over 
squash. Makes 4 to 6 ser- 
vings.

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Revolution and evolution 
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Nation’s housewives 
progress in kitchen 


The American story of 
the past two hundred years 
is one of both revolution and 
evolution in the kitchen. 

To say the lady of the 
house has come a long way 
in the ensuing years may be 
trite, but also it is certainly 
quite true. She has 
progressed from meals ar- 
duously prepared and cook- 
ed for hours on end over an 
open hearth, tc a wood- bur- 
ning stove, to gas and elec- 
tric stoves — and finally, to 
new microwave cooking 
methods where meals often 
take mere minutes. 

The story of how our 
nation’s housewife has 
traveled from point to point 
over these past two cen- 
turies is a fascinating one. 

The Colonial Home 

Of necessity, the colonial 
woman often had to be a 
hunter, farmer, 
woodchopper, as well as 
cook, simply to get a meal 
on the table. 

A large: fireplace 
dominated the colonial 
home. In addition to 
providing heat for warmth 
and cooking, it was usually 
the center of family life and 
entertaining. 

Heavy cast-iron pots, 
pans and other utensils 
often hung over the 
fireplace for easy 
accessibility. Foods were 
broiled over the open 
hearth, while baking was 
done in a brick oven built 
into the fireplace. 

Because there was. no 
refrigeration, meats were 
dried, smoked, pickled or 
salted to preserve them for 
future use. 

Vegetables, fruits and 
herbs also were pickled or 
preserved in large pottery 
jars. 

Corn was a basic food in 
almost every household. It 
was consumed in many 
forms, and corn bread was 
very popular. 

Soups also were an impor- 
tant part of early American 
cookery. A kitchen wasn't 
complete without a huge 
cast-iron kettle used for the 
exclusive purpose of 
preparing soup. 


Common soups of the day 
included corn chowder and 
pumpkin soup. Turtle soup 
was a favorite of the 
wealthy, and it was said 
that Philadelphia Pepper 
Pot soup was prepared for 
George Washington and his 
men at Valley Forge. 


In the home — when/ 
meals were finally ready — 
they were served in pewter 
platters, dishes ‘and basins 
and spooned into individual 
wooden bowls or trenchers. 
In many instances, two or 
more diners would eat from 
the same dish. ) 


Tableware was usually 
made of wood or pewter. 
Enter The Stove 
The fireplace remained 











the primary cooking source 
in the home for many years. 

Cooking stoves, as such, 
didn’t come into use until 
the 1800's. A cast-iron cook- 
ing range — developed and 
widely used during that 
period — burned coal, coke 
and wood. Such ranges had 
cooking plates-and an oven 
for baking. (Many also had 
a reservoir for keeping rain 
water warm.) 


The, first oil stoves 
resembled large.lamps with 
one wick and a metal plate 
over the flame for holding a 
single pot or pan. Later, 
these stoves had three or 
more burners and a large 
fuel tank. 


Although the use of gas 
for street lighting 
developed as early as 1816, 
the acceptance of gas for 
cooking came more slowly. 
In 1859, there were fewer 
than 100 users. Even in 1876 
at the Centennial Exposi- 
tion in Philadelphia, pies 
baked in a gas fueled oven 
were considered an oddity. 

Meanwhile, out in the old 
west, some of the best 
meals came out of a 
wagon...the ‘‘Chuck 
Wagon.’ This traveling 
kitchen of cattle drive fame 
was named for its inventor. 
Charles Goodnight. 

Cooking methods in the 
19th century were clearly in 
the developmental — as 
well as experimental — 
stage. 


A ‘‘want ad’’ ina 
November, 1876, edition of 
the Chicago Daily News 
read: ‘‘Five minutes 
prepared beefsteak, 
chicken or fish and not a 
particle of smoke or smell 
permitted to escape into the 
house with the Atherton 
Boiler, sold by stove 
dealers and manufactured 
at 286 So. Clark St.” 


The Revolution ‘Revs Up’ 

Things really started 
happening when America 
turned the corner into the 
20th century. Not only were 
gas ranges now in common 
use, but the electric range 
made its debut. 


George A. Hughes, a 
North Dakota newspaper- 
man who started his own 
electric company, built an 
electric cooking device. He 
demonstrated the unit 
which consisted of heating 
wires placed in porcelain 
blocks. The site was the 
National Electric Light 
Association convention in 
St. Louis in 1910. The unit 
was called an ‘‘electrified 
gas stove.” 


The name didn’t take, but 
the stove did. Only two 
years later, 1,000 electric 
ranges were in use in 
Billings, Mo. (Customers 
received a special rate of 
three cents a kilowatt hour 


compared to the regular 
rate for lights of 30 cents. ) 

Other electric appliances 
quickly followed, but they 
were often clumsy and 
crude. Refinements were 
continually made, however, 
and it wasn’t long before 
some of the drudgery had 
been eliminated from 
‘“‘woman’s work’ in the 
kitchen. 


Homemakers soon had 
such electric items as the 
toaster, coffee maker and 
food mixer to ease their 
cooking chores. And, with 
the development of the 
refrigerator, a major step 
was made in safely storing 
perishable food. 


Almost no appliances 
were produced during 
World War II, but produc- 
tion again boomed following 
the war. The appliance in- 
dustry poured huge sums 
into research and produced 
an entire generation of new 
kitchen appliances, in- 
cluding the electric frypan, 
the food freezer and the 
microwave oven. 


Probably no other cook- 
ing method developed in the 
last 200 years, say 
researchers, offers as many 
cooking possibilities for the 
homemaker as does the 
microwave oven. 

And, the discovery of the 
cooking principle used in 
the ovens is an interesting 
tale in itself: 

A chocolate bar melted in 
Dr. Percy Spencer’s pocket 
for no apparent reason — or 
so the story goes. 


The year was 1946 and Dr. 
Spencer was working with 
high-frequency radio waves 
generated by a vacuum tube 
— called a magnetron — for 
use in radar technology. Dr. 
Spencer wondered if there 
was a relationship between 
the radar waves and the 
melted chocolate. His ex- 
perimenting led to the dis- 
covery that these waves can 
indeed penetrate food. By 
vibrating the liquid 
molecules within the food, 
the vibrations generate heat 
which, in turn, cooks the 
food. 


It's estimated that by 
1985, one out of every two — 
or half the U.S. households 
— will own a microwave 
oven. 


Today's modern 
microwave oven not only 
saves time but valuable 
energy, as well. (It has even 
been combined with conven- 
tional electric cooking in a 
combination range to give 
homemakers the best of 
both cooking worlds. )

Yogurt glamour food 


Yogurt has joined fiber 
and home dehydrated 
vegetables and fruits as the 
glamour foods of the year. 
Developed in the Middle 
East as a means of preser- 
ving milk, yogurt has taken 
5,000 years to catch on. 

Credit goes to Dr. Hya 
Metchnikoff, a Russian 
bacteriologist in the early 
1900's, for isolating the 
bacteria cultures, L. 
bulgaricus and S. ther- 
mophilus, that ferment and 
flavor milk and turn it into 
today’s yogurt. Coupled 
with the invention of 
modern quality control 
standards, his discovery 
made mass production 
possible. 

Yogurt’s first customers 
in the United States were 
Russians, Bulgarians, 
Turks, Greeks, Armenians 
and Indians who brought 
their native tastes for the 
tangy, fermented milk with 
them. Yogurt soon 
following 
within health cults who 
believed the food could 
prolong life, correct 
overweight and restore hair 
and sexual prowess. 

Despite interest from 
various groups, yogurt met 
with limited success until 
the mid-1960’s when 
manufacturers added fruits 
and flavorings to sweeten 
the naturally tart product. 
Then, with the creation of 


“‘fruit-at-the-bottom™’ in 
1965 yogurt sales soared. 

Last year Californians 
spooned up more than 111 
million gallons, averaging 
about two quarts per per- 
son, an increase of 32 per 
cent over 1974 figures. 

Manufacturers attribute 
yogurt’s success to in- 
creased snacking and the 
diet conscious public choos- 
ing yogurt as a meal 
replacement. The fastest 
growing population seg- 
ment — the 18 to 49-year- 
olds ~— has also boosted 
yogurt sales. They seem to 
have a more positive at- 
titude toward the product 
than older age groups. 

The more than 25 flavors 
of yogurt account for 90 per 
cent of the market. 
Strawberry is the most pop- 
ular but new fruit flavors 
such as lime and lemon and 
sumptuous sounding com- 
binations like caramel 
pecan, grapefruit, 
strawberry honey and 
cherry vanilla are gaining 
steadily. 

Production 

Modern commercial 
yogurt is made from lowfat 
cow’s milk with added milk 
solids. The milk is then 
pasteurized and homogeniz- 
ed. The yogurt culture is 
added and the milk held at 
112 to 115 degrees 
Fahrenheit. This allows the 
culture to grow and convert 
the milk sugar to lactic 
acid, resulting in a thicken- 
ed mixture with a custard- 
like texture. When the 
proper degree of acidity has 
been reached, the yogurt is 
refrigerated to halt the 
growth of the culture. 

For flavored yogurt, fruit 
puree or pieces of fruit are 
blended in prior to packag- 
ing. In some cases fruit is 


' placed in the bottom of the 


carton before filling.

The Food and Drug Ad- 
ministration requires full 
listing of ingredients 
because yogurt has not feen 
defined by a standard of 
identity. A standard of iden- 
tity spells out the permissi- 
ble types and usually 
minimum amounts of some 
of the ingredients contained 
in the food. 

Other substances which 
may be listed add a firmer 
texture, sweeter taste or 
prevent water separation. 

Nutrition Labeling 

Nutrition labeling is re- 
quired by federal regulation 
if a nutrient not naturally 
present in a food is added. 
Labeling is also required if 
a nutritional claim is made 
on the label or in an adver- 
tisement. Using the word 
lowfat in front of the word 
yogurt on the label causes 
yogurt to .be subject to 


federal labeling re- 
quirements.

As 1976 rolls into its 
second half, Bob Hope, a 
remarkable American, 
universally loved and 
admired, can look back on 
642 million miles of travel 
to entertain GIs in one 
global war and two 
southeast Asian conflicts. 

Including his famous 
Overseas Christmas Show, 
the first in ’48 when he flew 
into Germany on the wings 
of the Berlin Airlift, Hope, 
bearing the red, white and 
blue insignia of the USO, 
has brought laughter and 
comfort to those at military 
bases and hospitals in the 
United States, Europe, 
North Atlantic, the 
Caribbean, North Africa, 
the Middle East, the Pacific 
and Southeast Asia. 

It’s some record. And 
though 35 years have 
passed, Hope, as the saying 
goes, ‘‘is still in uniform.” 

First USO Show 

Bob’s first USO Show was 


at March Field, California, 
in 1941, the same year that 
USO-Los Angeles Area 
came into béing. The main 
USO canteen, a big one, was 
housed in the basement of 
the Biltmore Hotel in down- 
town Los Angeles. Lesser 


branches were in other 
localities. . 
As the war years 


proceeded, Hope adopted 
the USO as his baby and he 
became known as ‘‘Mr. 
USO.”” He was always on 
call and he gave 
unstintingly of his time and 
talents. At an All-Star USO 
Show in ’69 at Anaheim’s 
Angel Stadium, he raised 
$80,000. Jimmy Durante, 
Ann-Margaret, 
Thomas and others lent a 
hand. A few years back, 
when a fine, new $300,000 
USO club was erected in 
Hollywood, Bob helped too. 
The club was named for 
him. 

Today, the USO is 
engaged in still another 
project.

To Bob, his participation 
in the dinner will be a labor 
of love.

Africa and Europe. Another 
pal, Lt. Gen. Jimmy 
Doolittle is also involved in 
the affair as honorary 
chairman of the Dinner 
Committee. Doolittle was 
among those with Bob and 
his USO people when they 
flew the narrow corridor 
into blockaded Berlin back 
in 1948. 

To hundreds of thousands 
of ex-service men and 
women, the memory of 
Hope is sharp and poignant. 
If only for a short period he 
brought them a glimpse of 
home and their loved ones. 
For this they can never 
thank him enough. 

In Panama 

Down in the Panama 
Canal Zone in the early 40s, 
then of vital strategic 
importance to US. 
survival, some 100,000 US. 
Army, Navy and Air Force 
personnel were massed to 
guard the U.S-built link 
between the Atlantic and 
Pacific. Duty in Panama 
had good: points and bad, 
and those who served there 
between °41 and 45 are still 
reminiscing about the time 
Bob Hope paid them a visit. 

On the good side of the 
ledger, nobody was slinging 
lead in anger at our lads. On 
the minus side, it was 
brutally humid, with 
temperatures rarely under 
110 degrees. Passes to 
Panama City and Cristobal 
were few and far between, 
while the larger bases had 


Officers’, NCO’s and 
Enlisted Mens’ clubs, nary 
a Bob Hope nor other USO 
troupe had visited the area 
prior to the end of 1943. 

At Ft. Amador, an 
ancient Army installation 
guarding the Pacific 
approaches to the canal, 
‘“‘Old Sarge’’ was in charge 
of special services 
activities. A theatrical 
press agent in Hollywood 
before the war, Old Sarge 
was a minor celebrity on 
the post. He was reputed to 
have known all the 
Hollywood ‘‘biggies.’’ 


Old Sarge 
Then in mid-1944, Bob 
Hope landed in Panama — 
his first stop Ft. Amador. 
How they envied Old Sarge, 
his buddy Bob Hope was 
coming in. 


Came the big day. 
Clambering aboard a 
ramshackle wooden stage 
set up on the post athletic 
field, a smiling Hope and 
his USO company received 
a wild welcome from the 
thousand or so troops 
crowding the bleachers. As 
usual, it was hot as Hades. 
None cared. Hope was in 
fine fettle. From his 
opening quip, ‘Hi, fellow 


travelers. I bring you 
greetings from 
Hollywood,’ he had the 


audience in his right hip 
pocket. 


With Bob were all - 
American - girl singer 
Frances Langford, bango- 
eyed Jerry Colonna and his 
magnificent mustache, 
guitarist Tony Romano and 
sultry Anne Triola, who 
sported an accordian. The 
GIs went mad over Hope, 
charismatic as ever, and 
adored the rest of the cast. 
Perky Anne Triola 
fascinated them. They 
loved her lively tunes and 
the fact that despite her 
splendid figure, she never 
pinched a bit of her super- 
structure while 
manipulating the squeeze- 
box. 

As for Old Sarge, he made 
“Hero, First Class’ that 
day.

CLAREMONT — It’s a museum of modern life — com- 
plete with the corner of a local bar, a fragment of a 
dance hall and scenes of sterile efficiency from a 


delivery room. 


Called a museum of sociology, it was designed by_ 
Pitzer College seniors as a way of conveying some ideas 
about human social behavior. And it will be open to the 
public every afternoon until June 6 from 1-4 p.m. in room 


202, Avery Hall. 


Such a project was conceived, according to Professor 
Rudi Volti, because ‘‘sociology is the most maligned and 
misunderstood of all intellectual endeavors.”’ 


‘People say, ‘I live in society, why do I need some 
academician to help me understand it?’ ”’ Volti said. 
“But the truth is, not all folk wisdom is accurate. 
Sociology is the process of systematically and objective- 
ly looking at the structure of society to try to understand 


why people act as they do.”’ 


He added, ‘‘We hope the museum will convey the sense 


of sociology as a craft.” 


Included in the museum will be a fragment of a dance 
hail, recreated by Renee Gonzales to convey some of her 
observations as a hostess in a dime-a-dance hall. 

Jovce Cole, Laurie Melcher and Sara Waldstein are 


replicating the interior of a bar as a setting for a discus- 
sion of patterns of communications and role theory. 


To examine the social control aspects of child birth, 
Lynn Farkas and Jacqueline Cohen are building their dis- 
play around the social and institutional settings of the 
hospital as compared with home deliveries.

Care urged near pools 


As warmer weather ap- 
proaches, the U.S. Con- 
sumer Product Safety Com- 
mission reminds adults and 
children to use care around 
swimming pools and related 
equipment. Last year, an 
estimated 56,000 persons 
required hospital emergen- 
cy room treatment for in- 
juries associated with 
swimming pools, swimming 
pool slides, and diving 
boards. 

According to the Com- 
mission’s National Elec- 
tronic Injury Surveillance 
System (NEISS), which 
monitors 119 hospital 
emergency rooms _ nation- 
wide -and then project a 
national estimate of in- 
juries, 27 per cent of all 
swimming pool injuries 
treated and 33 per cent of 
all diving board injuries 
treated last year occurred 
to children between 10 and 
14 years of age. 

Of the reported injuries 
associated with swimming 
pool slides, 37 per cent oc- 
curred to children between 
5 and 9 years of age. Males 
accounted for 63 per cent of 
these swimming pool in- 
juries, 72 per cent of the 
diving board injuries, and 56 
per cent of all the swim- 
ming pool slide injuries. 
Most often these persons 
were treated in the hospital 
emergency room and then 
released, the most common 
injury being lacerations to 
the face and head. 

It is important to note, 
however, that these figures 
do not reflect injuries 
treated in lifeguard 
Stations, at home, in doc- 
tors’ offices, health clinics, 
or after direct hospital ad- 


Get ready 
for runs 
by grunion 


Southern California’s 
grunion season resumes 
Tuesday, after a two-month 
closure to enable the 
grunion to reproduce 
undisturbed. 

The next two months 
promise to be hectic, both 
for the grunion and 
scrambling beachgoers 
intent on scooping up the 
slippery grunion before 
they wash back into the sea. 

Five runs are scheduled 
through June and July. 

Vickie Wine, marine 
biologist for the California 
Department of Fish and 
Game, reports the grunion 
are running a little early 
this year, which means the 
first hour of the two-hour 
run-may be the best. 

“IT guess their timing is 

ff,’’ she says. ‘‘The males 

-are generally first ashore 
signaling the start of a 
run.” 

A grunion run may last 
from one to three hours, but 
the number of fish on the 
beach at any given moment 
may vary from none to 
thousands. Peak activity 
has usually been about an 
hour after the start of the 
run. 

Observing grunion can be 
as much fun as catching 
them. Females ride a far- 
reaching wave onto the 
beach, accompanied by as 
many as eight males. If no 
males are present, a female 
will return to the ocean with 
the outgoing wave. 

In the presence of males 
she swims as far up on the 
beach as possible and drills 
herself into the sand as the 
wave recedes. Twisting in 
the sand, she deposits her 
eggs which are fertilized by 
one or more surrounding 
males. The female then 
frees herself from the sand 
with a violent jerking 
motion and rides out on the 
next wave. The entire 
process may take about 30 
seconds, but individual fish 
may remain on the beach 
several minutes. 

Eggs will wash out to sea 
and hatch in about two 
weeks, shortly after the 
next new moon or full moon 
when tides are at their 
highest. 

Young grunion grow very 
rapidly, to about five inches 
in length the first year. 

Although little is known 
about their life history, 
grunion apparently spend 
most of their life close to 
shore in water 15 to 40 feet 
deep. 

Grunion may be found on 
Southern California and 
Baja California beaches 
from Pt. Conception south. 
There is no assurance that 
grunion will spawn at a 
certain beach on a 
particular night, but the 
chances are increased by 
lack of noise and lights.

mission. The National Safe- 
ty Council estimates that 
300 people drown in home 
swimming pools each year. 

The major accident 
patterns associated with 
swimming pools include 
falling on slippery 
walkways, decks, diving 
boards or ladders; striking 
the bottom or sides of the 
pool because of insufficient 
depth for diving or sliding; 
and, drowning when swim- 
ming alone and without 
adult supervision. A man- 
datory safety standard 
affecting the manufacture 
and construction of swim- 
ming pool slides, issued by 
the commission, takes 
effect July 17. The commis- 
sion believes that the con- 
flicting risks impact with 
the bottom of the pool in 
shallow water and drowning 
in deep water can be best 
resolved by the standard’s 
criteria which specify 
shorter slides for children 
in shallow water and allow 
taller slides for adults and 
teenagers in deeper water. 

In addition to recommen- 
ding the appropriate water 
depth under the slide, the 
CPSC standard requires

Dietary tips for dogs

For a long time, It was 
generally believed that one 
year of a dog’s life was 
equivalent to seven years in 
man. However, recent data 
compares: a six-month-old 
dog to a 10-year-old child; a 
one-year-old dog to a 15- 
year-old, and a two-year-old 
dog to a 25-year-old human 
By the time a dog is ten, it 
is approaching retirement 
age, and a 21-year-old dog 
would be celebrating its 
hundredth birthday if it 
were human 

As a dog ages, its basic 
need for good nutrition, 
exercise and attention 
remain the same. But 
fulfillment of these needs 
should be altered slightly to 
accommodate the gradual 
slowing of bodily functions 
and overall weakening of 
organs and muscles 

For instance, since a 
dog’s digestive system 
becomes less efficient with 
age, your pet may do better 
with two or three small 
servings of food during the 
day, rather than one large 
meal at night. Also, spicy or 
greasy tidbits (ham or cold 
cuts) which your pet may 
have formerly relished may 
upset its stomach and have 
to be eliminated from the 


diet

receive optimum nutrition 
and still avoid ‘‘middle age 
spread,’ make an effort to 
introduce more meat and 
vitamins into the diet while 
slowly decreasing starchy 
foods and carbohydrates. 

If you are uncertain about 
the proper diet or weight 
for your pet, don’t hesitate 
to check with your 
veterinarian The 
veterinarian can suggest a 
suitable weight range based 
on the breed background, 
temperament and current 
physical condition of your 
pet 

While a diet should be 
tailored to meet your pet’s 
individual needs, here are 
several general rules to 
follow 

Try to keep an older pet 
on a regular schedule; a 
change in routine or feeding 
time may cause it to refuse 
needed food or vitamins for 
several meals. Introduce 
new foods gradually, so 
there will be less chance of 
upsetting the digestive 
tract. 

Treats for your pet don’t 
have to be eliminated 
entirely+— just substitute 
nourishing tidbits for 
fattening ones An 
occasional egg, some warm 
milk or custard pudding are 
much more desirable than 
chocolate candy or leftover 
bacon. With proper treats, 
you'll supply needed fats to 
keep your pet’s coat shiny 
And you’il tempt its 
appetite without piling on 
empty calories that turn 
into surplus weight 

Nervous, high-strung 
dogs use up more energy 
than quieter breeds. They 
may require a higher food 
intake in old age than a 
calmer dog of the same age 
and weight 


Extra vegetable matter 
in the diet will have a 
laxative effect upon your 
pet, and may prove useful 
when it is bothered by 
constipation Also, 
remember the importance 
of always having clean, 
fresh water available, 
particularly in warm 
weather 


Along with proper 
nutrition, you should see 
that your pet receives 
regular, moderate exercise. 
Schedule short walks or 
play periods. If you notice 
that your pet is beginning to 
tire, cut the exercise short, 
or at least rest awhile 
betore walking home. 
Regular exercise helps 
control both constipation 
and obesity, conditions 
which put strain on 
weakened muscles and
